REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art 
Sterling Deborah US PG Pub 2002/0055833 A discloses a system/method for virtual 
population mutual relationship using electronic computer networks. 
JP 2005190480 A Chipcase, Jan discloses a system/method for accessing virtual entity. 
However, neither Sterling nor Chipcase singularly or in combination discloses the 
recited feature: 

As per claims 1 and 12 "allowing said real entity access to control said virtual entity 
using at least one of said sites, and facilitating authorization of a transaction of 
monetary value with one or more other entities on said communication network using 
said virtual transaction account without revealing said billing data of the real entity, 
wherein said virtual identification data does not identify the real entity to said one or 
more other entities over said communication network".
